Speculation is active to-day regarding the 
use that Zaghlul and his friends will make of 
their smashing victory, Zaghlul does not 
intend, personally, to attempt to steer Egypt's 
ship of State through the dangerous seas in 
which abound menacing rocks, on which to 
run foul of British policy, and which might 
mean ruin to anv Egyptian Government. 

Therefore, Adly Yeghen Pasha, former 
opponent and new friend of Zaghlul, who is 
persona grata with the British Residency 
and with King Fuad. has been enlisted to 
form a Ministry, in which Zaghlul will net 
take an active part, but of which he will be 
the controlling force behmd the scenes. The 
formation of such a Government, however, 
presents difficulties, for while the Zaghlulists 
will have a big clear majority in the new 
Chamber, most of their prominent men are 
unacceptable, through past records, to either 
Britain or King Fuad.
